PRESIDENT’S EXECUTIVE ORDER 
AROUSES IRE OF THE WET 
FORCES

W ashington, June 4— The wets in 
congress have decided to 
abandon 
their policy of co-operating writh the 
administration to adopt enforcement 
legislation and from now 
on 
they 
will fight. 
Since enactment of the eighteenth 
amendment the wets have staged no 
serious protest against the expendi­ 
ture of money or advancement 
of 
legislation to enforce the law. Their 
policy has been to give enforcement 
all possible leeway. 
Senators Edge, republican, 
New 
Jersey, leader of the wet senate bloc, 
and Bruce, democrat, Maryland, his 
right hand man, announced 
today 
that in view of President Coolidge’s 
executive order and the drastic pro­ 
visions of the proposed Goff enforce­ 
ment bill, the wets had decided that 
the time had come for resistance. 
This means that the 
Coff 
bill 
which was written at the behest of 
Prohibition Chief Andrews to help 
him enforce the law in this coming 
year, will not pass the senate before 
adjournment. 
“ We do not wish to take one m in­ 
ute of the rem aining time of this 
session to discuss prohibition unless 
we are goaded to ft,” Edge told the 
United Press in making public his 
decision, “ but it the 
Goff 
bill 
is 
brought forward we intend to dis­ 
cuss it fully. 
I am not making any 
challenge or threat. 
We will not 
attempt a filibuster, but the subject 
is of such latitude that the entire 
question of prohibition will have to 
be discussed. 
“ I am convinced that the bill can­ 
not pass at this session,” he added. 
The special judiciary sub-commit­ 
tee was to meet today in hopes that 
a final report will be drawn up on 
the legality of the order. 
A majority of the committee is ex­ 
pected to hold that the order was of 
“harmless” legal standing, and no 
more than an expression of policy. 


DECLARES COOLIDGE ORDER 
AS OF HARMLESS IMPORT 
Washington, June 4. — A report 
holding 
that President 
Coolidge’s 
executive prohibition order 
was 
of 
“ harmless” legal import — and no 
more than an expression of policy— 
was submitted today to the judiciary 
committee of the senate by the sub­ 
committee investigating the order. 
The report was drawn up by Sen. 
Thomas J. Walsh, democrat, 
Mon­ 
tana, a member of the 
committee, 
and was discussed in a half hour 
session behind closed doors. 
The committee found some minor 
objections to it and 
final 
decision 
was put over until tomorrow. 
While the report was not 
made 
public, the United Press was inform­ 
ed that it confirmed to the views 
Walsh expressed on the floor of the 
senate when he defended the order 
against charges that it was 
illegal 
and A usurpation of state’s rights by 
federal government. 
The report, it was held, contend 3d 
that Mr. Coolidge had no power to 
designate state, county and city offi­ 
cials as national prohibition agents 
because the congress had lodged the 
power of appointments with the a t­ 
torney general and the treasury de­ 
partment. 
Hence, it continues, the 
order of the president had no legal 
standing and does not change exist­ 
ing law nor add to it. 
The report does not go into wis­ 
dom of the policy of designating lo­ 
cal officials as federal agents, it be­ 
ing contended that instructions from 
the senate were that it should only 
determine the legality of the order.

MENTIONED IN~GRANGE STATES 
AS A POSSIBLE FARMER CAN­

New York, June 4— (U P )— Frank 
O. Lowden, agriculturist, politician 
and presidential possibility, is sail­ 
ing tomorrow for Denmark to watch 
his pet hobby, co-operatie farm move­ 
ment in action. Lowden arrived here 
today from Chicago. 
The former governor of Illinois, 
who within the last few months has 
risen in the esteem of the agricul­ 
tural district of the middle west and 
who has been mentioned through the 
grange states as a possible farmer 
candidate for president in 1928, was 
silent as to politics. 
“I am interested 
in 
agriculture 
and that is absorbing my whole a t­ 
tention now,” Lowden said. 
“This 
visit to Denmark is Just to further 
my knowledge of the 
co-operative 
farm movement. 
In Denmark, it has 
reached a graeter height of success 
than any place else in the world." 
Lowden parried all questions con­ 
cerning politics and merely 
smiled 
when told of reports coming 
from 
Iowa that he was being boomed there 
as the farm ers’ candidate for the re­ 
publican nomination for president in 
1928.

W ashington, June 4.— (U P )— An 
attempt to bomb the chancery of the 
American legation at

“The bomb exploded at eight this 
morning in the vestibule building in 
which the chancery is located.

one injured. 
Telegraphing details 
later,” Grant Smith reported. 
It is believed here that the bomb 
attack is connected with the protest 
of radical organizations throughout 
Latin America against the recent de­ 
cision of the Massachusetts supreme 
court denyng a new trial to Nicole 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzettl, con­ 
victed of murder. 
Radicals all over the world charg­ 
ed that the conviction was a frame­ 
up and was due to the men’s politi­ 
cal beliefs. 
A similar attempt to destroy the 
American embassy at Buenos Aires, 
was made on May 
17. 
Attempts 
have been mb de against 
American 
legations in Paris and other Euro­ 
pean capitals during the last three 
years while the Sacco-Vanzettl case 
has been on trial and appeal. 


Berlin, June 4.— President

tourist who would travel with comfort and enjoyment may avoid 
much trouble by following these rules: 
Have the car inspected carefully before starting. 
Repairs en 
route are slow and uncertain, inviting fresh disasters, 
flood tires 
and fresh oil save hours and temper. 
Every morning before 
starting get together and chant: 
Oil, air, water, gas and grease. 
Carry as little baggage and as light equipment as possible. 
A safe rule is to pack everything you think you need, then dis­ 
card half of it. 
Don’t overcrowd the ear and never invite “just one extra” to 
go along. 
Three persons in a five-passenger car, four in a six- 
passenger means comfortable riding. More mean cramped bodies, 
weariness, and discomfort. 
Don’t try for mileage. 
Schedule the day’s drive with due 
regard to road conditions. 
Three hundred miles on concrete is 
easier than a hundred on rough roads, on both passengers and car. 
Don’t “pound the read.” 
If you see a pleasant view, a shady 
dell, a cool rill, stop for a time. 
Fifteen minutes’ rest will chase 
weariness, rest tired eyes, and do the car good. 
Fix your destination before starting the day. 
If stopping 
at hotels, telephone for reservations and drive through the early 
dusk— the finest part of the day. 
If camping, don’t hesitate to 
stop early and pitch camp. 
Building camps in the dark spoils 
trips. 
Don’t speed and don’t drive by spurts. 
A steady gait, mod­ 
erate enough to permit all to see the beauties of the country, cov­ 
ers more ground and saves repair bills. 
Respect the laws of each 
city and village. Avoid trespass against fanners and destruction 
of growing things. 
Treat everyone you meet on the road with the same courtesy 
you would extend to neighbors at home. 
Hesitate and study care­ 
fully before picking up strangers. 
Regard each blowout as un 
opportunity to rest and cool the engine. 
If these rules are followed, your tour will la* a success, your 
vacation a delight, and the memory of days and nights on ihe 
road something to treasure through the winter.

since died, and the of lier Ic Congo, the 
one 
that 
was 
studied 
by 
Doctor 
Yerkes. Probably it is tile only exam ­ 
ple of its species, file mountain gorilla, 
flint has ever been brought to the 
United States. 
The chimpanzee, the most familiar 
anthropoid ape, lins been lite subject 
of many psychological inquiries. The 
Yale institute of psychology has sev­ 
eral chimpanzees in its “prim ate lab­ 
oratory,” on which tests are being 
conducted, 
but, on 
account of tin* 
scarcity of specimens, tile gorilla has I 
never before been .studied experim ent­ 
ally. 
“One’s first Impression is that the 
chimpanzee is the more Intelligent,” 
said Doctor Yerkes, “hut that is prob­ 
ably due to Hie temperam ental differ­ 
ences of Hie two animals. Tile chim­ 
panzee is Hie more emotional and im­ 
pulsive; tile gorilla is the more delib­ 
erate, and worked calmly and with 
better judgment, and I should expect 
that flu* gorilla would go further in 
the long run. I was able to work with 
Congo for hours at a time, and sin* 
stuck to lier tasks. A chimpanzee by 
comparison tiros quickly.” 
The animal weighs about sixty-five 
pounds, Doctor Yerkes stated, and is 
perhaps five years old. Although their 
average span of life is not certainly 
known, they probably attain the ag** 
of thirty or forty years. Congo dis­ 
plays great strength, for “when she 
tugged at me I felt as if something 
would break,” he said. When tested 
with a spring balance, sin* pulled IOO 
pounds, 
which, 
considering 
relative 
weight, would Ii*' equivalent to a pull 
of four hundred pounds by a man. 
Despite this, however, tile animal is 
quite gentle, in Doctor Yerkes’ opin­ 
ion, for, lie said, “she doesn’t realize 
her strength.” 
The methods used with the gorilla 
were similar to those employed on tie* 
other anthropoids. 
One consisted in 
arranging the anim al’s food so that it 
was necessary to pull on a rope <*> ob­ 
tain it, and then, after this had been 
learned without aid, (he rope was 
hooked a t one end, and It was neces­ 
sary for Iii** monkey to unhook it be­ 
fore it could retrieve the reward. S e v ­ 
eral hundred feet of motion pictures 
were made of tin* ape while she was 
solving the problems, and tiles**, in 
conjunction with many thousand foot 
which Mr. Burbridge m ade of the 
gorillas 
in 
their 
native 
haunts 
in 
Africa, will throw considerable light 
on gorilla psychology.

5,000 of His Followers Mourn Illness 
of Their Kins, Miller 
Bimbo 


AT ST. JOSEPH’S HOSPITAL 


Gypsy Camp Located West of Mis 
sissinpi River Bridge Near 
Laurel Street 
Five thousand gypsies of the Bim 
bo tribe scattered by the four winds 
to all parts of America are mourning 
today the sickness of 
their 
king 
Miller Bimbo who is all with pneu 
monia at the St. Joseph’s hospital in 
Brainerd. 
Seriously ill for the last few days 
the throned monarch of the Bimbo 
tribe is today reported to be Nmuch 
improved 
in health and the tribe 
lierc are waiting for him to lead 
them to St. Paul. 
The Dispatch representative had 
the delightful experience thfs morn­ 
ing of visiting the gypsy camp locat 
ed 
west 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
river 
bridge on Laurel street. 
The camp is located off the main 
highway in a dell where tall pine 
trees abound. 
Three gypsy maidens, 
and it might be said they were quite 
good looking and interesting to talk 
to, 
were 
seated 
on 
pine 
needles, 
busily engaged in picking feathers 
from a large bag to make pillows 
with. 
Each were decked out in the 
full 
gypsy 
regalia, 
which 
custom 
dates hack to centuries. 
They eyed 
t heil- visitor quizzically and to his 
cheery 
“good 
morning’’ 
stopped 
working and asked him if he had 
word regarding their king’s health. 
Much controversy reigned in the 
camp for awhile regarding the pub­ 
lishing of any story regarding them 
Or their king but. after a general 
conference by the head tribesmen in 
their own language they decided to 
answer a few questions. 
Yes, Miller Bimbo who is sick in 
the St. Joseph's hospital is really a 
king. 
He is all powerful and they 
obey his command without questio n 
They are 30 gypsies in the camp here 
wrho are anxious to get to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis to join their clans 
people but who must wait here for 
their sick king ouering up petitions 
for his health. 
There are 500 Bimbos camped in 
St. Paul and Minneapolis who also 
are descendants of their king. Miller 
Bimbo, and some 4,500 gypsies of 
the Bimbo tribe scattered through- 
otfl th e United States. 
The camp had a decided lazy ap­ 
pearance this morning. 
The young 
women and men were seated in the 
shade of trees around the three large 
tents, talking in their own language. 
They were decidedly curious to know 
what was going in the paper about 
them, whether it was only going to 
be printed in Brainerd or whether 
it was going to be printed in out­ 
side papers. 
Some wanted the story 
printed in 
the city alone, others 
wanted it in the St. Paul papers so 
the 
gypsies 
could 
learn 
of 
their 
king’s condition and others didn’t 
like the idea that anything at all 
was going to be said about them. 
“ Yes, we have travelled all over 
the United States’’ replied one of the 
maidens who wore a string of Bra­ 
zilian coins around her neck, “our 
home is in Chicago, 111. 
We have 
just returned from California where 
we spent the winter.’’ 
The gypsies in their travelling to­ 
day are equipped with high power 
motor cars and trucks. 
There are 
75 gypsy tribes in America with a 
population 
of 500,000 
people, 
the 
gypsies stated. 
The men stated they were copper­ 
smiths and that some days they made 
as high as f l OO a d a y from this 
work.
